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BUG OFF! Inspecting for Bed Bugs

Rer the holiday travel season begins, 
it is wise to know what to look for 
when traveling so you do not bring home 
unwanted guests. Bed bugs are small, dark 
brown to reddish colored insects with no 
wings. Their bodies are oval and the color 
and size often depends on if the insect is 
engorged with blood. Immatures, or 
nymphs, resemble the adults but are small- 
er and lighter in color. Usually adults are 
about the size of a watermelon seed. 

Most feeding occurs at night when bed 
bugs pierce skin while people sleep. The 
bugs inject a fluid while feeding that can 
cause some people (about 50%) to have 
an allergic response. The allergic response 
causes the skin to become irritated and 
itchy at the bite location. 

After feeding (it takes about 12-15 
minutes for a bed bug to become fully 
engorged), bed bugs crawl away into hid- 
den areas—mattress seams, headboards, 
nightstands, behind baseboards as well as 
other locations. They prefer to hide in 


locations that are 
close to where they 
feed, but they will 
crawl several feet to 
get to a meal. Bed 
bugs hide in their 
chosen location for 
about three days 
while they digest the 
blood meal. Over 
time, congregation 
areas become marked with blood, fecal 
material, hatched eggs and cast skins of 
molted bugs. 

When travelling, always inspect rooms 
thoroughly for bed bugs before moving 
luggage into the room. Luggage should be 
placed in the bathtub until the room has 
been inspected. Make sure to carry a 
small flashlight with for to help with 
inspection. When you return home, place 
clothing in the dryer (before washing) on 
high heat for about an hour.

Tips on inspection: 
=" Look in sleeping areas (bed, pull-out 
couches) 
1. Inspect linens as they are removed 
from the bed 
2. Check mattress and box spring 
seams, bottom of the box spring 
and near the mattress tag 
3. Inspect the dust ruffle 


If possible, lift the box spring and 
inspect the bed frame 

=" If possible, pull out or remove the 
headboard to inspect behind it 
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= Check bedside tables and everything 


on them, including opening all drawers 


If you find bed bugs, go to the front 
desk to inform them of what you found 
and request a different room. Do not get 
a room that is adjacent, above, below or 
across from the infested room (bed bugs 
can travel through wall voids to adjacent 
areas).

There were a lot of new houses in the 
mid-60s and many people were moving 
into the area. Gullett, like many schools, 
was trying to keep up with having so 
many students enrolling. Elaine remem- 
bers it being a nice neighborhood school 
with good teachers like Mrs. Huff, Mrs. 
Cummings and Mrs. Manzingo. She 
always looked forward to the fall carnival, 
which was always fun. There were no por- 
tables and the fields in the back of the 
school were less developed. We got to 
share with Elaine that Gullett is about to 
get a brand new library and STEAM lab.

Robert Ward was featured in a school 
play as Abe Lincoln. His grandmother 
sewed him a black jacket and he wore a 
tall hat and beard. When Robert was in 
fifth grade, the Gullett students put on a 
mock trial and it was written up in the 
Austin American Statesman. The verdict 
read, “Uh, Innocent” 

Danny’s first grade teacher retired after 
many years and Elaine fears that having 
to discipline Danny might have played a 
role in her decision. Once, she tied 
Danny to a chair to keep him from mov- 
ing around the room. That didn’t stop 
Danny! He dragged his chair with him 
clumping around with his chair attached.

Gullett student and local. He lives in 
Austin and works as a real estate agent at 
Hindsite 20/20, right down the street 
from Lamar Middle School. He was born 
in Allandale and lived on Greenlawn and 
at age two moved to a house on Dover 
that backed up to the dog park by Gul- 
lett. Chris started school in 1975 and left 
Gullett in 1982. After Gullett he went to 
Burnet Middle School and then on to 
Anderson. There were only two to three 
classrooms for each grade, and for a while 
you went to Lucy Reed for sixth grade 
only; but that was changed and young 
Mr. Oakland spent his sixth grade year at 
Gullett. Some of Chris’ favorite teachers 
were: Ms. Fell, a second grade teacher 
who painted her toes with flowers and 
funky colors and Ms. Oates, who got 
married midyear and changed her name 
to Ms. Carlyle. His fourth grade teacher

was also his kindergarten teacher, which 
he found a little strange.

But, back then they were 
only used for sixth-grade orchestra and 
band. While Chris was at Gullett, the 
entire neighborhood and school commu- 
nity raised enough money from box tops 
to build a kindergarten playscape, and 
Gullett became one of the first schools in 
Austin to do so. Once he also got to ride 
an elephant as it circled the newly-built 
playground. One of the teachers heard 
about a radio stations contest to win an 
elephant for a day, and she submitted a 
letter explaining how every student would 
ride the elephant. And ride they did! The 
Gullett Geckos used to be the Gullett 
Gophers. They tried for the Gazelles, but 
the principal said “NO!” Chris is glad 
about that because “the geckos sound 
much cooler than the gazelles or 
gophers!”

Graffiti Task Force 

Derrick McNight of Austin/Travis 
County Health and Human Services 
(HHSD) organized a graffiti task force 
that met three Thursday afternoons in 
September at Palm Square to discuss the 
role agencies and departments of the city 
have in graffiti prevention, abatement, 
and citation. Best practices in other cities 
were also reviewed. The end result will be 
a report to the City Manager with recom- 
mendations to develop effective preven- 
tion and abatement strategies. 

Michael Gaudini of Leslie Pool’s office 
suggested Janker and I join the group. 

There was one other community mem- 
ber who abates graffiti in her neighbor- 
hood and the rest of the 25 task force 


members were employees of the city and 
area agencies. I already knew that 311 
directs calls to various departments to 
handle graffiti (for example, Transporta- 
tion takes care of graffiti on the fronts of 
signs while PARD and HHSD’s Austin 
Youth Development Program take care of 
most of the abatement requests), but I 
didn’t realize that not all of the depart- 
ments know how the other departments 
and agencies get involved. The report will 
be sent to the City Manager at the same 
time that this newsletter is being pub- 
lished, so Pll review the recommendations 
in my next article. 


High Profile Incidents 

Even though not in Allandale, the most 
concerning crime occurred at the North 
Village Branch Library Saturday, Septem- 
ber 24. Hubert Justin Powell was arrested 
after trying to abduct and sexually assault 
an eight-year-old girl in the women’s rest- 
room at the library. It was reported that 
he also tried to do the same thing with an 
11-year-old girl earlier in the day at the 
same location. Library staff and a Good 
Samaritan were praised for calling police

and keeping the perpetrator in the bath- 
room until police arrived. The eight-year- 
old girl is also being praised for screaming 
which is what brought people to her res- 
cue. This reminds us all we must explain 
to our children that while we live in a 
very safe place, it is always important to 
know what to do should someone 
approach them. Screaming and shouting 
is an excellent way to get help fast. 

A block captain asked me recently about 
the body that was found by a contractor at 
SCB and Foster on August 15. Our Dis- 
trict Representative Officer Will Harvey 
said no information can be released at this 
time as it is still an open case. 


Crime Stats 

Since the August newsletter there have 
been six Burglaries of Residences (BORs): 
on West Northloop Boulevard, Shoal 
Creek Boulevard, Foster, Greenlawn, Lex- 
ington, and Great Northern Boulevard. 
In several cases computers were stolen 
and entry is suspected to have been 
through the back. The back door was 
kicked in on Shoal Creek Boulevard, and 
entry was probably gained by a back win- 


dow on Greenlawn. Bicycles were stolen 
in the Lexington case. The situation in 
the Great Northern Boulevard apartment 
case appears to be more complicated with 
multiple issues including dating distur- 
bance, drug paraphernalia, and an arrest. 
By definition none of the burglaries 
occurred while people were home or they 
would be called robberies. 

The residents on a few of these streets 
have a great network and emailed each 
other to tell of the burglaries. Most of the 
BORs were also reported on the Allandale 
list-serv. In addition to making a police 
report, communicating burglaries to area 
residents is important so neighbors can be 
vigilant. Make sure back gates are locked, 
windows are locked, and three-inch screws 
are secured in all exterior door strike plates. 

There have been 21 Burglaries of Vehi- 
cles (BOVs) since the end of July, which 
is 10 higher than last year this time and 
11 more than the two-month period 
before the August newsletter. Four of the 
BOVs occurred on September 24, on 
Nasco, Shoal Creek Boulevard, Vine and 
Ardath, which are all in the same vicinity 
near or at Northwest Park (although 
Nasco is further away). Tools or wallets/ 
purses were taken in all of those cases.

Two of the BOVs occurred in the 4900 
block of Strass on September 20 and 21. 
In most cases wallets, purses, and com- 
puters were stolen. If you must leave any 
of these items in your car please hide 
them and do so before you get to the spot 
in which you park your car. 

Other police reports for the two 
months since the August newsletter indi- 
cate three auto thefts (on Foster, Burnet, 
and Placid Place), 10 incidents of leaving 
the scene of a crash, four incidents of 
graffiti, six DWIs, 26 theft/theft by shop- 
lifting, and numerous other incidents that 
can be seen at http://www.krimelabb.

Acknowledged and realized not everyone 
can be great in everything, and some 
things you so deeply want to do may just 
not happen, or may be such a struggle 
it’s not worth pursuing for the pain; or 
Felt disappointment in their own 
shortcoming but at the same time cele- 
brated the friend who beat them and 
were proud of and happy for that peer, 
not jealous or resentful. 


These are all critical life skills. Some- 
times experiences and moments that will 
break your heart watching your child go 
through them, but will make them stron- 
ger later. 

The second reason I’m so pro Happy 
Average Generalist is, turns out, I was an 
early pioneer HAG. Whether because of 
me, or my mom, or likely a combination, 
in my childhood, I dabbled.

And we certainly wont give out 
any trophies! 

Do you think 
my husband and I are hurting —or help- 
ing- our girls by not pushing them to be 
prodigies in anything at all, and rather 
hoping they are simply Happy Average 
Generalists?

Update on Northwest 
Park Pond 


| n early October, several neighbors 
noticed that the pond in Northwest Park 
was not looking very good: there was thick 
algae on top and dead fish in the water. At 
least two neighbors contacted multiple city 
agencies, including the Parks Department 
and the Watershed Protection Depart- 
ment. Parks Department personnel 
removed the dead fish and the Watershed 
Department tested the water and deter- 
mined that the cause of the fish die-off was 
most likely a combination of high temper- 
atures and algal bloom. Neighbor Mary 
Fero contacted the Watershed Department 
about this report and shared the response 
she received from the Watershed Protec- 
tion Department. The response is printed

pening in the future are included at the 
end of this correspondence). 

We did not conduct any additional 
chemical analysis because we did not see 
anything that would indicate a pollutant 
spill, or acute input or any other point- 
source of excess nutrients. The algae and 
duckweed were relatively uniformly 
spread across the pond, and happened at 
a time when there hasnt been much rain 
to wash anything in. Since storm flow 
that runs off from the neighborhood does 
not drain to the pond (it flows through 
storm drains around the pond), then 
nutrients from yards (i.e. fertilizers) don’t 
go to the pond. If nutrient source would 
be from any use of fertilizers, this algal 
bloom would have happened in the 
spring or early summer when people 
apply fertilizer. Pool water doesn’t contain 
significant levels of nutrients, so that 
wouldn't be a source either. The pool dis- 
charges water, but they remove the chlo- 
rine by treating with a very specific 
amount of Sodium Thiosulfate, which is 
the same thing that you would use for 
fish in an aquarium. The pool had not 
been drained yet, so it wasn’t from a large 


discharge. If the pool water backwash was 
to blame, then there would be a fish kill 
frequently (every time they discharge). 
Any other chemical that might be around 
there that I can think of would not cause 
the dissolved oxygen to drop. So, since 
this fish kill was coupled with acute low 
dissolved oxygen level (as observed during 
the site visit) and it happened at the time 
it did (late in the summer, high heat) we 
could only come to one conclusion. 
There were just no other indications that 
it was caused by anything else. We pride 
ourselves in using taxpayer money effi- 
ciently and effectively, so we do not make 
it a practice to take samples to the lab if 
there is not justifiable reason. 

Tam a life-long naturalist, and I strive 
to protect the environmental at all levels. 
If I suspected anything different, I would 
have conducted additional sampling. I 
think that better management of the 
pond (stopping mowing to the edge and 
install more beneficial plants) and good 
citizen stewardship (stop feeding fish/ 
waterfowl, and stop stocking koi/goldfish) 
should help this pond achieve higher 
integrity. 3

Update on The Grove at 
Shoal Creek PUD 


HANK YOU to the incredible num- 

ber of neighbors who came out to the 
Austin City Council meeting on the eve- 
ning of September 22nd for the first read- 
ing on The Grove at Shoal Creek Planned 
Unit Development (PUD) slated for the 
former state tract at 45th Street and Bull 
Creek Road. Over 300 people signed in 
the meeting regarding the PUD. It made 
a HUGE impact on our Mayor and City 
Council Members! The Council Chamber 
was packed with white shirts of those 
neighbors indicating their desire to 
#BuildaBetterPUD, and those on the dais 
took notice. 

As often happens, the Council meeting 
didn't go exactly as planned. The meeting 
ran way behind schedule and didn't start 
public testimony on The Grove until after 
11:00 PM. If all the speakers had given 
testimony that night, the meeting would 
have lasted well beyond 3 AM. The 
Mayor noted that the council had not 


had time to focus on The Grove due to 
budget deliberations the week before. Nor 
had they discussed the Grove’s issues and 
amendments needed to make The Grove 
PUD truly superior. The only decision by 
Council at the meeting was to postpone 
the first reading vote to October 20th 
after they have had the time to discuss. 

The Grove will also come up for dis- 
cussion at every Tuesday work session 
until then. Allandale Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation will be working with Bull Creek 
Road Coalition (BCRC) and our Council 
on support for amendments that will 
#BuildaBetterPUD, and we'll be ready to 
mobilize again for the October 20th 
meeting!
